México City, June 18—Three hun- 
dred womey camp followers attach- 
ed to the government forces have 
been killed by the orders of Fran- 
cisco Villa, the bandit, accordimg to 
El Democrata today, quoting Ja- 
cinto Trueba, a wealthy merchant 
of Jimenez, state of Chihuahua, Ex- 
celsior prints a.similar story, but 
does not give the source of its 
information. - ' 

According to Trueba. Villa cap- 
tured the women during an en- 
counter with a regiment of de facto 
cavalry between Parral and Jime- 
nez. He ordered tne women lined 
up for review to see whether any 
were soldiers masqueerading. One 
woman shot twice at Villa, but. 
missed, Unable to learn which one 
attacked him, Villa ordered all the 
women herded together and shot 
down. 

rueba said Villa captpred him 
ast asked for a ransom of 56,000 
pesos, but he managed to escape. 
Story Doubted on Border. 

El Paso, Texas, June 18.—Reports 
from Mexico that Francisco Villa 
had ordered killed three hundred 
camp followers attached to de facto 
government troops were labeled 
probably untrue by American and 
Mexican officials here and in Jua- 
rez, Mexico, today. - 

Mining officials here who are in 
daily communication with their 
properties in tHe region where the 
alleged massacre is said to have 
occurred, also expressed doubt con- 
cerning the authenticity of the re- 
ports. . : 

General J. G. Escobar, commander 
of the forces which have been chas- 
ing Villa since the latest revolu- 
tion, is in Juarez and he had no re- 
ports of the occurrence. 

Villa has been; comparatively in- 
active since 
two weeks ago and is reported by 
creditable sources to be east of the 
Mexican Central railroad in the 
territory about Ortiz, which is north 
of Jimenez.

By unanimous vote the League 
of Women Voters at their third 


quarterly meeting held at the cham- 
ber of commerce Friday afternoon 
indorsed the recent action of the 
executive board ofthe league in 


advising ita members that it is 
wisest not to register for participa- 
tion in the primary of July 326. 

Two weeks ago Mrs. H. P. Her- 
mance, chairman of the League for 
Women Voters, and Mrs. Martha 
Goode Anderson, chairman of pub- 
licity, issued a statement on behalf 
of the league, declaring the belief 
that “it is wisest for the women 
of Atlanta not to register for the 
white primary,” owing to a legal 
question which had .been raised at- 
tacking the executive committee’s 
authority to allow women to vote. 

A pogition directly opposite was 

assumed by Mrs. Mary L. McLen- 
don, president of the Georgia Equal 
Suffrage association, and Mrs. Ameé- 
lia R. Woodall, president of the Ata 
lanta Equal Suffrage association, | 
who declared that the question of 
a legal point is mythical and urg- 
ing that it is the duty of the wom- 
en of Atlanta:to: vote. These two 
leaders were among the first to 
register when the books wete open- 
ed in the office ‘of City Clerk Wal- 
ter Tayicr on June 10.

Approwal of the board of health 
was given Friday afternoon to the 
proposal submitted by the South- 
west. Nu-Fuel -company to dispose 
of Atlanta’s garbage without cost 
to the city, and President H. M. 
Patterson appointed a committee 
composed of Mayor Key, Alderman 
J. R. Seawright and Chief Jent- 


zen, of the sanitary department, to 
investigate details of the proposed 
contract offered by. the company. 

The finance committee has al- 
ready passed favorably on the plan. 
and in the decision of the board 
of health is seen the probable 
abandonment of the city crematory 
which now incinerates the garbage 
collected by the sanitary depart- 
ment. The proposed contract of 
thercompany was read to the board 
of health Friday by Aldine Cham- 
bers, attorneys for the company, and 
was considered acceptable in the 
main. Migpr revisions may be nec- 
essary, it is thought, and then the 
petition and the contract will be re- 
turned to council for action by that 
body, from which the matter was 
first’ referred to the finance com- 
mittee. 

Under terms of the contract’ the 
company promises to. erect one 
plant simply on trial,. and. at the 
expiration of three years build oth- 
ers if the city considers the first a 
success. It is the plan of the com- 
pany to convert the garhage and 
other refusal into a fuel, which the 
officials of the organization claim 
will rival anthracité coal in heat- 
ing power, and from the sale of 
which they expect to derive a prof- 
it. ‘The city will be given the op- 
tion of buying the: plants if they 
demonstrate suceessful operation, or 
of contracting with the company to 
continue disposal of the garbage for 
twenty years. - 

Estimates place the cost of oper- 
ation of*the crematory at approx- 
imately $50,000 a year, which ulti- 
mate abandonment of the plant 
would save, and it is claimed that 
by locating the new plants closer 
in a large item of expense would 
be saved to the sanitary depart- 
ment in. the cost .of hauling the

Stringent Regulations on 
Sale of Second-Hand 
Cars to Be Asked When 
Legislature Meets. 


WILL REQUIRE SHERIFF 
TO INSPECT MACHINES 


Bill of Sale Also Provided 
in Measure Drafted by 
Fulton. County Grand 
Jury Committee. 


Stringent regulations on the sale 
of second-hand cars, requiring in- 
spection by and registration with 
the sheriff of the county In which 
the wale is made and additional reg- 
istration of the sale with the sec- 
retary of the state are features in 
the bill which will be introduced 
in the approaching session of the 
general assembly with a view to 
lessening the practice of automo- 
bile thievery throughout the state 
by destroying the market for ears. 

The completion of the draft of the 


present time on account of the re- 
cent announcement that 196 cars 
have been stolen in Atlanta during 
the past five months.

Original Feature. 

The most original feature of the 
bill is the section which requfres 
that every seller of a second-hand 
car must provide the buyer with a 
bill of sale which gives'full specifi- 
cations of the car; the names and 


er; and that the car and bill of sale 
must be inspected and attested by 
the sheriff of the county in which 
the sale is made. The. sale and 
specifications must also be record< 
ed in the sheriff’s office, and the 
bill makes it a misdemeanor for 
sheriff or deputy ‘to make entries 
on’ the record for the purpose with- 
out first making complete exami- 
nation of the car involved in the 
transaction. 

The bill of sale which must be 
made out upon the sale of the used 
car under the provisions of the bill 
must be made in triplicate; one 
copy of which must go to the sec- 
retary of state for record, one must 
be retained by the seller and the 
other given to the buyer. The bill 
of sale is specified in the draft of 
the proposed act as to its contents 
and the specifications which it must 
hold as a matter of record to make 
the transaction legal. 


Omission Made Misdemeanor. 


The inspection of the automobile 
and the bill of sale must be made 
by the sheriff of the county within 
ten days after the sale has been 
consummated, when phe buyer must 
report his purchase’ and have the 
sheriff stamp the buyer's bill of 
sale as verified. Any omission of 
detail in the process which buyers 
and selfers of second-hand cars 
must follow is made a misdemeanor 
that the people of the c ntry by 
a tremendous majority, will repu- 
diate Mr. Wilson and s policy of 
internationalism in repudiation of 
in the bill if committed by either 
party. 

Provision is also made in the bill 
for the punishment of those who 
might attempt to forge a bill of 
sale in the claim that the car which 
they offer for sale is their own 
property. as well as a provision for 
dealing with sellers of cars who use 
fradulent names in the transaction. 

The bill provides that the secre- 
tary of state shal) keep careful rec- 
ord of the bills of sale sent to his 
office with the application of trans- 
fer of license upon the consumma- 
tion of deals tn gecond-hand cars. 
Provision is also made that in in- 
tances where motor or engine num- 
bers have been obliterated from au- 
turpobiles, by thieves or by other 
cause. the secretary of state may 
gZive ths cwnecr of the car a special 
number to the known as a Georgia 
special number for substitution, and 
sha}! register that in his office. The 
special number mu&t be stencilled or 
stamped on the car in question as 
such, with the prefix: “Ga.Sp.” Ap- 
Plization for special numbers must 
be made within ninety days after 
the passagé of the bill, the draft 
provides.

Detroit’s 1920 population, announced 
today by the census bureau, is 993,- 
739, an increase of 527,973, or 113.4 
per cent, 

Detroit is the only city of. 100,000 
or more which has more. than 


ten years. 

Cleveland, also with a large in- 
crease, has outstripped St. Louis 
and Boston and ranks as fifth larg- | 
est city of the United States. The 


merical increase of any municipal- 
ity in the country during the last 
ten years, its increase having been 
exceeded only by New York, Chi-° 
cago, Detroit and Los Angeles. 
Cleveland’s population exceeds that 
of St. Louis by 23,008 and that of 
Boston by almost 50,000, its total 
being 796,836, an increase of 236,173, - 
or 42.1 per cent over 1910. 

With announcement of the popu- 
lations of Cleveland and Detroit the 
definite ranking of the country’s 
eighteen largest cities has been es- 
tablished. New York and Chicago 
remain first and second largest 
citles, respectively.

Perkins, financier ana friend of 
Roosevelt, died this morning in the 
Stamford Hall sanitarium, Stam- 
ford, Conn. as a result of Illness 
following influenza and pneumonia. 

It became known June 11 that Mr. 
Perking had. suffered a 
breakdown but memoers 
family did not intimate at that time 


his Mfe was in danger. ~ 

Mr.. Perkins was taken to Stam- 
ford about ten days ago when his 
son, George W. Perkins, dJr., an- 
nounced the change was made to 


afford his father » complete rest 
and seclusion from his friends who 
sought his counsels during the po- 
litical campaign preceding the Chi- 
cago convention. 

The affection to which Mr. Per- 
kins succumbed is believed to have 
been the result of influenza and 
pneumonia contracted while serving 
with the Y. M. C. A. in France dur- 
ing the war. 

A statement by the dead finan- 
cier’s physicians. given out at Mr. 
Perkins’ office, gave the time of his 
death as 2:15 this morning. Death 
resulted from an attack of “acute 
inflammation of the brain, the re- 
sult of complete nervous exhaustion 
due to intense and continuous over- 
work,” the announcement said. 

The death of Mr. Perkins was par- 
ticularly unexpected, it was said at

Lack of Proper Safeguards 
Is Temptation to Criminals 


Editor Constitution: Your edi- 
torial commenting on the letter of 
Mr. Mercer about the prevalence of 
crime in Georgia contains many sug- 
gestive thoughts which ought to be 


But I beg your indul- 
gence to remark that the negligence 
and want of foresight of the lawful 
authorities may be properly blamed 
for some of the delinquencies which 
justly stir the apprehensions of Mr. 
Mercer and of most other thought- 
ful citizens. 

Take as a recent instance the hoot- 
ing of a mall van right in the heart 
of Atlanta. Such a job could be 
done only by some resourceful and 
daring person who was perfectly 
informed on the probable contents 
of the mail van on that particular 
trip, and who had confederates as 
well posted as himself. In this case. 
to my way of thinking, the postal 
officials wefe remiss in their duty 
to the public, and to their emplover, 
the government. They knew that 
the van contaified a large amount of 
treasure, and should have provided 
adequate safeguards for its transfer. 
Anothér quite recent example 
might be cited of a certain hanger- 
on about one of the” local courts 
who was convicted of purloining of- 
ficial documents belonging to the 
court. The man was severely pun- 
ished for his offence. but I have not 
heard that any official was incom- 
moded for his negligence in having 
those documents so placed that they 
might be tampered with or stolen by 
any outsider. 

Perhaps you will be inclined to 
admit that these are somewhat vital 
considerations with regard to the 


alléged prevalence of ctime in Geor- 
gia? Perhaps also you may see some 
way of impressing the ae serv- 
antea—who strenuously object to that 
designation—whether local or fed- 
eral, with the importance of doing 
everything in their power to per- 
form their duties with such zeal 
and intelligence as to leave the few- 
est possible loopholes for the acts 
of eriminals to slip in where they 
are concerned. 

With your permission I present 
this brief summary of what We most 
need right now if we @re really sin- 
cere in wishing to decrease by ra- 
tional means, the tide of crime com- 
mission: In the educational system 
for which all the people are taxed, 
we need more science and less su- 
perstition; more morals and less 
myths; mote of practice and less of 
theory: more psychology and less. 

Georgia ought to estab- 
ish for tts white children a great 
free school of the up-to-date nor- 
mal and industrial type in which 
the thousands of children who now 
have no adequate training might be

Common clay or mud, 
an old, remedy for bee stings, is of 
doubtful efficacy unless it happens 
to be alkaline. Common saleratus, 
applied on wet compresses, is gwod. 

Mosquito visitors may be repelled 
by hanging in the doorway a cloth 
saturated with equal parts of thédse

Oil of tar. 

Oil of cedar. 

» Ol of citronellia. 

Olive oil. 

This makes a rather gooey dope 
for application to the skin to repel 
mosquitoes in an infested region, 
but it is a good one, and lasts half 
a day or longer when applied to 
the skin. 

Mosqujto bites are relieved by 
bathing with sealeratus (common 
soda) in water, rubbing gently with 
wet soap, or bathing with a tea- 
Spoonful of household ammonia or 
& tablespoonful of aromatic spirits 
of ammonia in a cupful of water, 
Or applying glycerin or peroxide 
or touching once only with tincture 
of iodine. 

Of course, mosquitoes breed only 
in stagnant wafer somewhere very 
close to the place’ where they are 
found, though a mere obstructed 
Cave or hidden tin of water is suf- 
ficient for their purpose.

| The fiftieth annual convention of 
the National Eclectic Medica) asso- 


ciation which has been in session at 
the Kimball house since Tuesday 


adjourned Thursday morning after 
electing the national officers and 
naming Colorado Springs as the 
convention city for 1921. The dis- 
eussion on sections of materia medi- 
ca and therapeutics and voting to 
defer the rehabilitation of the Geor- 
gia College of Eclectic Medicine and 
Surgery were also taken up. 

That the re-establishment of the 
medical college in Atlanta at this 
time would be inadvisable because 
of the lack of equipment, high cost 
of material and the inability of the 
association to raise a_i sufficient 
maintenance fund on short notice, 
was the recommendation of the 
committee on médical education fol- 
lowing a confgrence on Thursday 
afternoon. The committee recom- 
mended that plans be laid by the 
association looking to the re-open- 
ing of the college in 1922, and that 
the college not become a part of 
any other institution. This recom- 
mendation was accepted by.the as- 
sociation, and it was decided that 
the national association would ap- 
propriate $100,000 for the récon- 
struction work, and would make 4n 
annual appropriation of $25,000 for 
the maintenance of the school. At- 
lanta hysicians pledged them- 
selves to raise $35,000 in the in- 
terest of the school, and to secure 
an, additional $100,000 by voluntary 
subscriptions from the doctors of 
Georgia and neighboring states. 7

Convention Bureau 
Value to Atlanta 
Shown by Reports 


The value to Atlanta of its con- 
vention bureau is forcibly illus- 
trated by the statistics of the con- 
ventions which have been held un- 
der the plans and auspices of the 
bureau during the first five months 
of the year. 

During the 128 business days 
from January 1 to May 31 Atlanta 
has entertained 135 conventions, 
with a registered attendance of 
more than 20,000 delegates, not to 
mention the numerous unregister- 
ed visitors who swell the number 
of convention audiences sometimes 
to double the number of persdns 
recorded in the convention books.

Declaring that the new army re- 
organization plans with the attend- 
ant educational features afe the 
surest cures for bolshevism and an- 
archy, Colonel John D. Carmody, 
represefhtative of the adjutant gen- 
eral’s office in Washington is in 
Atlanta in the interest of increased 
enlistmente. 

Colonel Carmody is visiting the 
Atlanta district in order to thor- 
oughly acquaint the local recruiting 
force with the advantages offered 
under the new war department 
plans. ‘He is high in his praise of 
the local recruiting record which 
has amounted to nearly one hundred 
for this week. 

“The army plans to turn out 150,- 
000 trained men every year,” stated 
Colonel Carmody, “and these mien 
will be eo thoroughly imbued with 
Americanism and will be so thor- 
oughly trained that there will be no 
chance for agitators to reach them. 

“We have one hundred and bighty 
training and vocational courses now 
in operation and every cent of the 
three millions voted by céngress. is 
being expended in securing text- 
books and téachers. The illiterates 
are taken and within six months 
are able to read and write and know 
the rudiments of arithmetic. The 
men have the option of selecting 
any branch of the service or any 
post at which they might wish to 
serve.”’ 


SUPREME COURT GIVES 
NEW TRIAL TO ED BUTT 


A new trial was granted by the 
supreme court yesterday to Ed Butt, 
convicted in Uniun county superior 
court of the murder of Bass M. 
Petty, and sentenced to hang. The 
men had quarreled over some hogs 
belonging to Butt which it was said 
that Petty had killed for trespass- 
ing on his property.

McAdoo’s Withdrawal a Surprise, 


Democrats generally regarded the 
withdrawal of McAdoo as meaning 
the removal of the Strongest candi- 
Gate, and the man most likely to re- 
ceive the nomination. It has beén 
frequently said by Washington ob- 
Servers that “McAdoo had things 
sewed up.” His statement was a 
Surprise, for it had been thought 
that while he might not have actu- 
ally been seeking the nomination, it 
was believed he would accept if it 
were offered to him. Frequent 
Statements from McAdoo that he 
was not a candidate did not dimin- 
ish the idea he was out after the 
presidency. 

This was shown during the inves- 
tigation by a senate subcommittee, 
when an effort was made to learn 
where the McAdoo boom had orig- 
inated and what money had béen 
spent by those responsible for it. 
The Rev. Burris Jenkins, of Kansas 
City, testified that he had been ask- 
ed by a number of friends of Mc- 
Adoo to nominate him at the San 
Francisco convention. But nothing 
was brought out to show a widely- 
organized campaign backed with 
money. 

The withdrawal of McAdoo, dem- 
ocrats said, opens the way for new 
alignments almost on the eve of the 
convention. Ten delegates had been 
instructed in McAdoo’s behalf from 
Oregon, but many of those unin- 
Structed were expected to swing 
his way, and the uninstructed dele- 
gates are most numerous. J 

Some democrats believed Me- 
Adoo’s withdrawal will strengthen 
the candidacy of Governor Cox, of 
Ohio, putting him against the field, 
but the dopesters were somewhat 
at a loss, since, with the possible 
exception of McAdoo, no outstand- 
ing favorites had developed among 
the democratic aspirants. It was 
believed in some quarters impetus 
might be given to the projected can- 
didacy of Ambassador Davis, and 
that administration support might 
be thrown his way. 


Field Narrowed to Eleven. 


The elimination of Mr. McAdoo 
narrows the field to eleven con- 
testants so far as is now known. 
Attorney General Palmer will enter 
the balloting with the Pennsylvania 
delegation instructed for him and 
probably with at least a part of the 
delegation from Georgia in which 
State he received a plurality of the 
primary vote. 

Delegates from Ohio “and Ken- 
tucky have been instructed for Gov- 
ernor James M. Cox, of Ohio, while 
those from New Jersey have been 
instructed for Governor Edward L 
Edwards, of that state. Other in- 
Structed delegations are Nebraska 
for Senator Gilbert M. Hitchcock. of 
that State; lowa for Secretary Mer- 
edith, of the agriculture depart- 
ment; Oklahoma for Senator Rob- 
ert M. Owens, of that state; South 
Dakota for James W. Gerard, for-

Enactment of Water Pow- 

er Measure Ends Long 
Fight and Is Expected 
to Result in Great De- 
velopment Projects. 


| Washington, June 18.—The water 
power bill passed by congress just 


by President Wilson, it was 


nounced today. 

Accompanying the. announcement 
was a statement that the president 
had acted after being advised by 
the attorney general that adjourn- 
ment of congress had not deprived 
him of the ten days allowed by the 
constitution for the consideration of 
a measure. 

The new law releases power for 
almost unlimited industrial develop- 
ment in this country and is consid- 
ered one of the most important 
laws enacted during the sixty-sixth 
session. era s 

By its terms, a commission com- 
posed of the seeretary of war, sec- 
retary of agriculture and secretary 
of the interior ag authorized,to lease 
water power rights on al} public 
lands, forest reservations, Indian 
reservations and on navigable 
Streams for terms not exceeding 
fifty years. At the end of the lease 
period the government has the op- 
tion of taking over the plants that 
have been built at an appraised val. 
uation of releasing or of leasing 
to some other concern, 

Inquiries received by the depart-~- 
ment of the interior indicate there 
will be an immediate rush of capi- 
talists to obtain leases. The water 
power commission is authorized to 
specify the royalties on the leases 
that will be charged. 

Great Development Expected. 

The effect of the law is expected

/tO be particularly noticeable in the 


west where undeveloped waterpow- 
water sites are plentiful. 

It is estimated the- potential 
horsepower available on‘ the sites 
under *overnment control is 54,000,- 
000, which is more than the total of 
42,000,000 horsepower now in opera- 
tion jn all water, steam and gas op- 
erated plants in the country.

MARTENS CALLED 


| BACK TO RUSSIA 


Soviet Regime Sends Or- 
der for Its ‘“Ambassa- 
dor” to Get Out of the 
United States. . 


Washington, June 18.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Ludwig C. A, 
K. Martens, who for more than fif- 
teen months has been In the United 
States as the self-styled Russian 
soviet ambassador, has been recall- 
ed by the soviet authorities, it was 
learned tonight in official circles. 

Martens’ confidential secretary. 
Sanford Nuorteva, left the United 
States several weeks ago by way of 
Canada and now is believed to be 
attending the conferences being 
held in England by Gregory Kras- 
sin, bolshevik minister of commerce, 
it was said tonight by department 
of justice officials. 

Martens’ recall, it was stated by 
those acquainted with the facts in 
the case, was at his own solicita- 
tian. Neither the “ambassador” nor 
those who have beew associated 
with him were prepared to say 
whether the soviet authorities 
would send another representative 
to the United States and make an- 
other attempt to obtain semi- 
recognition through that means. 

Martens, on his arrival in the 
United States in March, 1919, sent 
credentials to the state department, 
but no attentiOn was given them 
by the department. 

At present Martens is involved'in 
deportation proceedings conducted 
by the department of labor offi- 
cials. The hearings were adjourn- 
ed yesterday until July 8 when 
they are expected to We concluded 
and the decision referred to Assist- 
ant Secretary of Labor Post and 
finally to President Wilson for ap- 
proval. Officials tonight, declined 
to say whether Martens would be 
permitted to leave the country 
pending final disposition of the 
deportation action.

Washington, June 18~-A  coa) 
shortage next winter which may 
cumall production of iron and steel 
ay seriously affect other industries 
: foreseen by the federal reserve 
oard in its review tonight of busi- 
ness, industrial and financial cen- 
ditiens for the month of May. The 
situation already ig acute in some 
districts, aecording to the board, 
and production in many lines is be- 
ing held down. 

Production’ of coal is being cur- 
tailed chiefly as a result of short- 
a@¢ of cars, the reserve board re- 
ports. it is estimated the car sup- 
play at mines in the east is only 30 
per cent of normal. Labor diffi- 
culties, while complicating the situ- 
ation, are considered by the board 
as only a minor cause of reduced 
ec°' production. 

Efforts of shippers on the Great 
Lakes to facilitate movement of 
coal by pooling their shipments are 
regarded by the board as only a 
Rart'al remedy. In the southwest, 
according to the review, many mines 
are operating at only two-thirds’ 
capactiy. Coal shipments to other 
countrics are réported as light. 

No reduction of coal prices is in 
Sight, the board says. 

Itfcet ef Car Shortage. 

Coicsmenting on the far-reaching 
effect of the car shortage and 
irelgh congestion the reserve board 
states that reports of its agents in- 
dicate that the “transportation tie- 
up 18 largely the result ef the rail- 
road strike, which will still continue 
uve~ a large section of the country.” 
The congestion is further accentu- 
ated, according to the board, by lo- 
en] strikes of other groups of trana- 
port workers. 

“While the shortage of cars is 
neute At some points,” the review 
says, “it is evidently not the prime 
cause of the immediate transporta- 
tlon difficulties, which are due to 
inahility to shift and utilize exist- 
ing equipment on account of the 
shortage of labor and difficulties 
witn inexperienced men who have 
taken the place of strikers.” 

Sporadic strikes in the manufac- 
turing industries, notably textiles, 
have continued to indicate unrest, 
the poard says. An acute shortage 
cf }jabor on farms is reported. Wages 
apparently have fallen behind the 
advances in prices and cost of jiv- 
ing, the board asserts. 

Little Hope for Price Out. 

Little hope for a general reduc- 
tion of prices is held out by the 
board, though it suggests that 
changes in prices that have taken 
place may furnish the basis for a 
more far-reaching alteration in, the 
essential price structure. Changes 
during wy, the board says. have 
borne witness of many disturbing 
factors whose importance and per- 
sistence are as yet uncertain. 

Considerable interruption to busi- 
ness resulted during the month 
from labor and railroad 4ifficul- 
ties, the board states, and the out- 
look has been such as to cause a 
stock and securities transactions, 
Material lessening in the market 
value of liberty bonds and first- 
grade securities is attributed to 
these causes.

Swann announced tonight. 

The investigation centered today 
in the examination of Mrs. Marie 
Larsen, housekeeper for Elwell, and 
Edward Rhodes, his chauffeur. 
Neither was held although earlier in 
the day Assistant District Atterney 
Joyce announced that both would be 
formally detained as material wit- 
nesses. 

“I haven't eliminated an} ody 
from the case," said Mr. Swann to- 
night, “and at the same time 
haven't found any one whom I re- 
gard as a neeessary witness to the 
»Point of holding them as euch. We 
are as far off as we were a week 
ago.” 

Jealousy was introduced ‘as the 
probable motive for the shooting by 
Rhodes during his examination. He 
teld District Attorney Swann the 
person who. killed Elwell “must 
have been a jealous man or wom- 
an.” 

Rhodes said it was a custom of El- 
well to accost girls and women upon 
the streets and invite them to ride in 
his automobile. The chauffeur told 
District Atterney Swann he had 
driven Elwell and various women 
about frequently and that one of 
the companions of the turfman on 
these trips, was the mysterious 
“Miss Wilson,”:- who Mrs. Larsen had 
testified was the owner of the femi- 
nine wearing apparel found in Bl- 
well’s room. 

Mrs. Largen, who was examined at 
length, insisted she had told Dis- 
trict Attorney Swann all she knew 
about the case and was concealing 
nothing. She admitted she had re- 
moved the feminine clothing from 
Elwell’s room while the police were 
downstairs on the morning of the 
shooting, but said she concealed tn 
articles “simply because they were 
women’s things.” 

She declared she saw no weapon 
and that she never knew of a gun 
being kept in the house. 

“T don't care what weapon it was. 
whether it was a knife or a gun,” 
she added, “I would have left it 
there if I had found it. If there 
were anything I could do to find 
the murderer I would do it,” 

"Mrs. Larsen said she had never 
seen Victor von Sechlegell in the 
house. Von Schlegell is the divorced 
husband of Viola Kraus, one of the 
members of the party with whom 
Elwell dined at the Ritz the night 
before he was shot. 

There were but three kevs to the 
house. as far as ahe knew, Mrs. Lar- 
sen told Mr. Swann and these were 
kept’ by Elwell, Rhodes and herself. 

The Elwell home in West Seven- 
tieth street was closed tonight for 
the first time since the murder and 
Assistant District Attorney Joyce 
said it would not be occupied fur- 
their during the investigation.

Lowden Campaign Cash 
Given to Missouri Men 
Has Not Been Returned 


Springfield, Iil., June 18.—Lowden 
presidential campaign money sent to 
Missouri has not been returned. 
‘This statement was issued tonight 
by Secretary ef State L: L. Wmer- 
son, Governor Lowden’s campaign 
manager, in reply to the statement 
of Nat Goldstein, one of the two St. 
Louis delegates to the republican 
convention. 

Goldstein declared in St. Louis 
Tuésday that he, gave his $2,500 to 
aman “close”: to Secretary Emerson 
before leaving Chicago‘ last Friday 
night..Mr. Emerson's statement is 
as follows: 

“I have heard nothing at all from 
Robert Moore and Nat Goldstein 
since their testimony in Washing- 
tom recently and have recéived no 
remittance of any kind from them. 

“On January 14, when the checks 
were given Moore and Goldstein I 
had no knowledge that they were 
to be candidate for delegates to the 
national convention. It was repre- 
sented to me that this money wa 
needed for the legitimate expense 
of the campaign in the eleventh and 
twelfth districts in St. Louis and 
until their testimony before the 
senate committee I had supposed 
that every cent had been so used. 
The money was paid to Moore -and 
Goldstein, on . recommendation of 
those in charge of the Lowden 
movement in Missouri, because as 
city committeemen, they were the 
proper persons to direct in their dis- 
tricts the work in the terest of 
Governor Lowden. 

“Throughout the campaign the 
greatest care was exerted in order 
that money should be expended only 
for legitimate purposes. It is not 
always possible, however, to pre- 
vent the misappropriation of money 
given for perfectly legitimate and 
proper expenditures.”

hese. two brilliant American 
players easily disposed of shots op- 
ponents in the semi-finals today, 
and although British spectators 
will suffer disappointment at see- 
ing all the finalists Americans, not 
Only in men’s, singles, but in mén’s 
doubles as weil, and the disappoint- 
ment ig not less keen because it 
foreshadows American successes in 
the British championships at Wim- 
bledon next week, the unusual. sit- 
uation ig accepted in a sporting 
spirit. 

The feature of today’s play was 
the brilliant work of Tilden, who 
beat the Japanese expert, Zenzo 
Shimidzu, with consummate ease 
and finish, proving himself master 
in all points of the game. The 
match was over in almost record 
time—22 minutes. 

Johnston had no difficulty in dis- 
posing of Major Dudley, and it was 
the opinion that the American 
champion was loafing comparative- 
ly throughout the match. 

In the doubles Johnston and Til- 
den were all round too fast for M.

Eludes Officers 
Nearly Two Y ears; 
Finally Caught 


The off-again-on-again-Finnigan 
antics of Harry B. Falcovitz, alias 
Harry B. Falcon, who for nearly 
two years succeeded in eluding 
service in a divorce suit entered by 
his wife, Ida D. Falcovitz, on Sep- 


tember 4, 1918, were brought to an 
end June 16 when the sheriff ar- 
rested him at his place of employ- 
ment in a local machine shop. 

The story of the whole proceed- 
ings reads like a movie scenario, 
with Falcovitz dodging back and 
forth into the?protection of his 
home, The original suit, which was 
filed by Attorney Morris Macks, al- 
leged that the couple were. married 
in November, 1909, and that they 
separated within a short time and 
remained separated until August, 
1917, at which time, so the suit sets 
forth, the petitioner was induced by 
the defendant to make false entries 
in his questionnaire in order that 
he might be exempted. After this 
was done, so the petition states, the 
couple were separated again until 
August, 1918, when the defeadant 
caused the plaintiff to pack all her 
household goods with the statement 
that they were to move to Boston, 
where the plaintiff could procure 
employment at good wages. 

The household goods were packed, 
and the plaintiff moved into anoth- 
er house, so the petition states, and 
the goods were supposed to have 
been shipped, but the bill of lading 
was never shown to the plaintiff, 
although the request was made+*sev- 
eral times for it to be shown. 

Institutes Divorce Proceedings. 

On or about this time, so the peti- 
tion states, the defendant fnsti- 
tuted divorce proceedings without 
the knowledge of the plaintiff and 
represented to her that he had had 
his life insured. He js said to have 
told her that the policy was to come 
out to her and that she was to keep 
it until he came home. The plain- 
tiff' states that due to the fact that 
she could not read or write the 
English language,*being of Russian 
birth, she was ignorant of the true 
nature of the papers and accepted 
them in good faith. She states, 
however, that she learned through 
some neighbors that divarce _ pro- 
ceeding® had been instituted against 
her and later found that the sup- 
posed insurance policy was in real- 
ity process papers which had been 
served against her. She immediate- 
ly secured counsel, so she states, 
and filed a cross bill, after which 
her husband’s suit was withdrawn. 

In this cross suit she was award- 
ed alimony, but the alimony was 
never paid, He is supposed to have 
left the jurisdiction of the court, 
so the petition states, and had not 
returned at the time the next pa- 
pers in the case were filed, Septem- 
ber 4, 1918.

GOMPERS CHOSEN 
FEDERATION f 


Re-Elected for the 39th 
Time—James Duncan, of 
Seattle, Cast the Only 
‘Negative Vote. 


Montreal, June 18.—The American 
Federation of Labor again expressed 
confidence in the leadership of Sam- 
uel Gompers, its veteran president, 
when it re-elected him today for 
the thirty-ninth time at its fortieth 
annual convention here, and return- 
ed to office his entire administra- 
tive cabinet. 

His election was virtually unani- 
mous. The only delegate who voted 
against him was James A. Duncan, 
of the Seattle Central Labor coun- 
cil, leader of the pregressive wing 
of the federation. 

The delegates gave the elderly 
leader a tremendous ovation when 
he declared: “I accept the’ call to 
duty and I will obey.” 

He was much affected by the 
demonstration. 

Representatives of the railroad 
workers’ organizations, seconded 
Mr. Gompers’ nomination, which was 
made by George W. Perkins, of the 
cigarmakers’ union. They.pledged 


their hearty support to his leader- 
ship, declaring that the convention's 
action of yesterday in indorsing 
government owfership of the rail- 
roads should not\be construed as 
a@ repudiation of“nis~administration. 
Other Officers Chosen, 

Other officers re-elected tcluded: 

James Duncan, of Quincy, Mass., 
first vice president; Joseph F. Val- 
entine, of Cincinnati, second vice 
president; Frank Duffy, of Indian- 
apolis, third vice president, and Wil- 
liam Green, of Coshocton, Ohio, 
fourth vice president; W. D. Mahon, 
of Detroit, fifth vice president, and 
T. A. Rickert, of Chicago, sixth vice 
president. 

Jacob Fischer, of Indianapalis, 
was re-elected seventh vice presi- 
dent in a contest with W. H. John- 
ston, international president of the 
Machinists’ union, who was nom- 
inated by the Railroad Workers’ or- 
ganizations. Fischer's vote was 
19,929 and Johnston’s 18,195. Mat- 
thew Woll, of Chicago, was unani- 
mously chosen eighth vice president. 

Daniel J. Tobin, of Boston, and 
Frank Morrison, of Washington, D. 
C., were re-elected treasury and 
Secretary, respectively, without op- 
position. 

‘Timothy Healey, of New York, 
president of the Stationary firemen, 
and Sarah Conboy, of the textile 
workers, tonight were elected fra- 
ternal delegates to the British 
Trades and Union congress. 

Wines and Beer. 

Ih accepting re-election Mr. Gom- 
Pers denied a published report that 
he had attempted to get the execu- 
tive council to incorporate in la- 
bor’s demands to the dominant po- 
litical parties a request for modifi- 
cation of the prohibition laws to 
permit the sale of light wines and 
beer. 

While admitting that the matter 
recently had been discussed by. the 
council, he added that he had not 
taken any stand on the question and 
had not “suffered any defeat at the 
hands of the executive council.” 

The federation today authorized 
a nation-wide campaign to organ- 
ize telephone operators. State fed- 
erations, city central bodies and 
volunteer organizers are to take the 
field at once in the campaign. 

The convention declared its ac- 
tion was necessary because of the 
“oppressive anti-labor policy of the 


Bell Telephone company and its as- 
sociated companies. 
Amendment Rejected. 

Reconsidering its action yester- 
day in amending its constitution to 
increase the executive council from 
11 to 15 members, the convention 
rejected the amendment by a vote 
of 23,097 to 13,841. This action 
prevented the election of four addi- 
tional vice presidents. 

The fourth Sunday in May of each 
year was designated as labor’s me- 
morial day, upon which labor 
throughout the country is called 
upon to pay a tribute to the mem- 
ory of its dead.

This price level is higher than* in 
January; 17 per cent higher than a 
year ago and 123 per cent over May, 
1913. 

The recent increases are account- 
ed largely by sugar, flour and po-|. 
tato prices. 

*“Unfortunately, there seems to be 
no immediate prospects the cost 
of this, the most important group 
of items contained in the family 
budget,” the announcement says. 

During the recent 30-day period 
24 of the 43 articles listed by the 
bureau have risen in price. The 
percentages of increases include: 

Sugar, 26 per cent; corn meal, 14; 
oranges, 11; flour, 7; potatoes, 5;
